The Affairs of Grant & Ward and 
of the Marine Bank. 


Ward’s Handsome Residence in the

This control was complete, as was 
shown when the returns from the clearing-house 
showed a deficitin the bank’s account of $700,- 
000. Fish went at oncegto Grant & Ward, and 
Ward being away all of them were utterly heip- 
less, as he even bad the Key to the vault where 
the assets were Kept.

THE PECULIARITY OF THE FAILURE

XLI, MDCC- 
XXXXVIIL” It was bought by a gentleman 
who traveled some thousand miles or so to get it, 
and was given by him to the veteran actor C. W. 
Couldock, Mr. Couldock in turn gave it to John 
Overton, who now holds it. I am ignorant of the 
circumstances under which it was struck and 
even Overton’s extensive knowledge of things 
theatrical is at sea on the subject. I only know 
that it is a real rarity. 


SoME compositor with a large stock of origin- 
ality and independence, set up the title of Gath's 
new story “Entailed Hut” instead of “Entatied 
Hat,” as the proper title really is, and I notice 
extended and elaborate articles in several interior 
papers on the “Entailed Hut.”

THE WEEK ABROAD. 


Tas Japanese native papers are passing 
around a story concerning a very curious stone 
which is to be presented to the Emperor on the 
completion of the new Imperial palace. The 
stone according to the Yomi-uri-Shimbua, is 
owned dy a prominent family and was obtalned 
ata sale of personal effects of a man who had 
been long imprisoned. It is called the “barometer 
stone,” and possesses the remarka ble quality of 
changing color when a change of weather is 
imminent. It is naturally of a pinkish white 
due, and several days before a rain it becomes 
green, while a storm is indicated by a dark 
aspect. No such stone is known to the scientists. 
Tue Japauese Government might. utilize it by 
appointing it chief of the Signal Service. 


A spoT of considerable legendary interest in 
Japanese history is likely soon to be invaded by 
an army of gold seekers. The place is called the 
Valley of the Leech, situated among the diamond 
bills, and is known asthe site of a castle where 
the warrior Kusunoki Mashige was besieged and 
where the contesting forces performed marvellous 
feats of valor. It has deen a favorite piace for 
relic hunters, but it is reported that rich veins of 
gold and silver have been dlscovered there and 
experimental diggings have already been made. 


NOTWITHSTANDING his iaboripus life and the 
popularity for a long time of his novels, Quarles 
Reade did not succeed in accumulating more 
than $100,000, the bulk of whick he left by will to 
his godson, Charles Listor, and to whom ne left 
his copyrights and royalties. Mr, Reade’s theat- 
ricald aventures arc said to have made heavy in- 
roads on his pocket, as most of them were nb- 
fortunate. 


ACCORDING toa statement made by General 
Booth at the annual meeting of the Salvation 
Army, that organization, in spite of the riaicule 
and opposition aroused by it, has met with won- 
derful success. The “army” has been extended 
over eighteen counties and colonies. In Great 
Britain alone $46 buildings are used for services 
by the members, in which are numbered theaters, 
circuses, skuting-rinks, music halls, armories, 
breweries, dance halis and other public hails. 
The grand total ot the income for the past year 
amouuted to £393,800, of which more than £90,000 
have been expended in the purchase of property in 
differeut parts of the world. Tais places the 
“Army” amoung the largest missionary societies 
in the world, 


Ir is rather curious to note that in Paris, where 
the “nude in art’ most flourishes, the jury re- 
fused to exhibit in the salon a picture by Jules 
Garnier, called “Borgia S’Amuse.” showing 
naked women dancing before Pope Alexander VI., 
and Lucretia Borgia. The jury very delicately 
place the rejection on the grounds that the pict- 
ure may offend women and children who visit the 
exhibition. This can hardly be taken as the in- 
auguration of a rule to exciude this class of paint- 
lugs, because others, just as indecest, if the term 
may be used in this connection, have been ac- 
cepted, and it was probably done out of defer- 
ence to religious sentiments. If it should be an 
ipitial step, however, it will play havoe with 
some of the French painters, 


A MOVEMENT is said to be on foot in Russia 
for a reform in the prisons, to the wretched con- 
dition of which public attention has recently been 
directed.

EDMUNDS’ “RAILROADS?! 


The Vermont Senator “Cornered” 
in a Crooked Scheme. 


From an Investment of $1,950 He Real - 
ized in Ten Years Over $27,000—How 
He Carefully Attended to Legislation 
in the Interest of the Burlington and 
Missouri River Railroad. 


By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

WasuinorTon, D. C., May 10.—In his letter to 
Wm. Walter Phelps, Senator Edmunds says that 
he became a purchaser of securities of the Burl- 
ington and Missouri Road upon the 16th of July, 
1968. The act referred to by Mr. Phelps as 
having been approved by Mr. Edmunds was 
passed upon the 10th day of April. 1860. The 
reason for this act was that the originai enabling 
act of July 2, 1864, autborized the Burlington and 
Missouri, an Iowa corporation, to cross the Ter- 
ritory of Nebraska, but when Nebraska became a 
State it became necessary to have additional iee- 
islation from Congress. The Burlington and Mis- 
sourl made arra: gements to cross the State by 
organizing an independent company in Nebraska 
and complying with the laws of that State. 
The act of April 10, 1869, 


gave the original Burlington and 
Missouri Company autnor ity to transfer {ts land 
graut in Nebraska to the new company. It was 
this act that Senator Edmunds approved. He 
was 4 personal triend of Dr. John M. Forbes oi 
Boston, president of the Burlingtop and Missouri 
River, and u is not improbable that it was 
through Forbes’ suggestion that Senator Ed- 
munds’ attention was directed toward the Bur- 
lington and Missguri securities for an invest 
ment. Natuaniel Thayer and Thomas Jefferson 
Coolidge of Boston were large subscribers to the 
stock of the Burlington and Missouri. At the 
time Edmunds obtained his stock he was let lu on 
the prouné floor. Tie original subseribers to the 
Burlington aud Missouri stock in 1869 were only 
called upon to pay down 10 per cent of the origin- 
al subscription. Upon the 195 shares taken by 
Eamunds he was required to pay only §1,950. 
one of the stockholders were ever ed upon 
or a second assessment sofar as the public is 
aware, Tue land grant built the road and left a

Edmunds had voted for the restoration of tue 
land grant,that be should go ahead and buy some 
of the securities. As it turned out, he obtuinea 
fur 10 per cent of their face value 195 hares of 
stock that in 1879 reached the bigh point of 
$140. his investment of 61,980. 
Mr. could have sold out 
iu 1879 for $27,300. This profit would not include 
the dividends that bad been paid up to that date, 
but Mr, Edinunds in bis note says that he is the 
bolder of bis original stock. As it had been pee 
ably repeatedly watered, the additions! stock de- 
lug paid oui as extra dividends, it would be inter- 
esting to know to what au extent this original in- 
vesiment has grown. Mr. Edmunds’ good fortune 
in getting in early upou what is called the ground 
floor of these securities, is. noteworthy from 
tue fact that on two separate occasions after be- 
coming an owner of Burlingtou and Missouri se- 
curities he was called upon to pass uvon meas- 
ures in the interest of the road.

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REAL ESTATE. 


A Somewhat Dull Week With 
‘Brighter Prospect. 


Gratifying Showing Made By the Ar- 
chitects—The Flurry-in Stocks Help- 
ing Real Estate---Continuation of the 
Building Boom. 


Several causes have conspired to make the 
tone of the real estate market somewhat dull 
during the past few days. Least among 
them is the reeent flurry in financial circles 
for real estate is, of all commodities, per- 
haps, the least sensitive to such disturbing 
influences, the reason being that when 
events occur which threaten the value of 
property which cuts upon paper, 
the frightened investor looks with 


especial favor upon the stability and solid- 
ity of real estate. This fact has been ewWi- 
denced this week ina number of instances 
where parties whose means have hitherto 
been locked up in in stocks and bonds 
have called around at real estate offices and 
made searching and anxious inquiries look- 
ing toward a substitution gof renting prop- 
erty for hitherto trusted and popular securi- 
ties. Another cause of dullness lies in the 
fact that builders have their hands very full 
n the work of raising structures 
upon the lots they purchased a short time 
ago, and until these are completed and dis- 

wed of for money they will not be again in 
the market as buyers. Still, on 
the whole, the week has been 
a satisfactory one. The demand for all 
sorts of improved and unimproved property 
has been good and negotiations are in pro- 
ress for the sale of several large lots of 
real estate in different parts of the eitv. 
good wany intending purchasers are holding 
back for the auction sales which are to be 
held on Thursday and Saturday of next 
week, and for the co-operative sales which 
are to come off towards the end of the pres- 
ent month or the begigning of the next. 
Previous sales of this kind have been very 
satistactory, as a rule, to both purchasers 
and dealers, and as the preparations for 
those to come off shortly have been very 
thorough, itis expected that they will be 
very largely attended. 

Mr. John G. Priest summarized the situa- 
tion to-day as follows: Real estate men 
are feeling much better than they bave of 
late. Prices are in a measure satisfactory. 
What we want is rapid transit tothe sub- 
urbs. Wedon’t want any obstacle to this 
needed boom cast in the way by the city 
authorities. Of the other hand, we want 
them to help on such enterprises. Cities 
will subscribe money for the purpose of 
building a railroad to enter it from the out- 
side, but when asked for a franchise to help 
an enterprise which will build up the city as 
rapidly as the foreign road, then al) sorts of 
obstacies are throwu in its way. City legis- 
lators will be doing better to subscribe 
money to help on rapid transit 
than to be charging money for it. 
The elevated railroad would be as great 
a help tous here as it is to the peopie of 
New York, where, when I was East lately, 
the superintendent of the elevated road 
showed me that 827,000 people 
were carried on it in one day—nearly as 
many people as there are in this city alt- 
gether. Let us have rapid transit here, and 
a boom, hot onlyin real estate, but in all 
classes of business will follow imniediate-

to note during the week an increased demand 
for eligible property in all parts of the city, 
and a general good feeling as regards real 
estate. No doubt the depreciation of stocks

SOCIETY AT THE CIRCUS 


A Novel Spectacle Presented in 
Washington This Week. 


Cabinet Members and Their Families 
Enjoying a Performance in the Saw- 
dust Areha—The Funny Clown and the 
Baby Monkey—The Siamese Ambassa- 
dors—President Arthur’s Reception of 
the Visiting Doctors—Kate Chase 
Sprague.

WASHINGTON, May 8.—Wasbington society nas 
been to the circus this week. It is rather a novel 
spectacie to see Cabinet officers and their wives 
and daughters, grave Senators and their fami- 
lies, Justices of the Supreme Court with their 
ladies, Members of Congress, chiefs of the divi- 
sions in the various Departments,Army apd Navy 
officers, Who witb their families are wont to shine 
in society,and others of like high rank, at the 
circus, laughing at the pranks of the clown, con- 
centrating their attention upon ring-tail monkeys, 
paying adoration to Jumbo and the white ele- 
phant; yet such is society in Washington. A huge 
circus tent was pitched in the uorthwestern part 
of the city early this week, and nothing short of 
the vote on the tariff bil kept members of Con- 
gress away, and not even that prevented the 
Cabinet officers from giving it thew careful 
attention. On the first evening the winds blew, 
there were black clouds, the zig-zag light- 
nings flashed often in every direction, 
At. d the rain poured, yet society went to Lhe eir- 
cus. Not only so, but some of it aciually pleaded 
for admission at the doors. Although the tent 
Was sufficiently large to hold 10.000 people, it was 
full by the time of the beginning of the perform- 
ance, and many were turned away. Secreiary 
Teller and his wife and som ladies were among 
the early comers, and were so fortuiate as to ob- 
tain tickets and seais, Secretary Chandler, how- 
ever, who happened along a little later, was not 
so lortunate. When he arrived at the door he 
was informed by a grim official that 

THE TENT WAS FULL 
and that he could not be admitted. 

“But can’t I buy a ticket?’ pleaded the anxious 
Secretary. 

No, sir; you cannot,” was the reply. “I have 
strict orders not to seil any more tickets, ox to 
admit anybody else. The tent is full.“ 

“Thatis Secretary Chandler,” whispered Fred 
Leffler, the President’s door-Keeper, who was 
Wailing about the entrance, expecting the Presi- 
dent; “that is Secretary Chandler.“ 

Can't help it’’ was the response; „don't care 
who it is, 1 have orders not to sell any more 
tickets or let anybody else in, and pro- 
pose to obey orders.“ he Secretary Kicked his 
heeis together and wandered about tie outside of 
the tent, imagming himself a bov again, while 
soine good Samaritan, observing the situation, 
sent a note to the manager inside by a policeman 
explaining that Sceretary Chandler was waiting 
outside aud could not get admission for love or 
money; whereupon the manager Kindly sent out 
word to aumit tim. Inside he found plenty of 
company. Gen. Pull. Sheridan, accompanied by 
his Wade, occupied eligible seats, where they 
could the clown and the horses go round, and 
two seats away from them sat Marshal McMichel 
and wife. There were two Vacant seats between 
them, which remaiued so all tue evenlig. They 
were

and his companion, but by some misfortune the 
President was not able to atteud on that evening. 
A few seats away sat Commissioner Loring aud 
his handsome wife; Senator Manderson ot Ne- 
braska, with his wife and mother-in-law, were 
just beyond, and seemed especially interested, 
the Senator taking particular delight in some 
statuesque performances, which were a feature 
of the shew. Mr. Justice Miller of the Supreme 
Court, having had a hard day’s work in rendering 
decisions at the close of the term, was also there 
for a little recreation, as were others ot the Jus- 
tices. Admiral Shufeldt, to ‘whose. diplomatic 
abilily we vwe our present relations with that 
new old nation, Corea, seemed to take a special 
interest in the evening performance. Mr. Mau- 
ning of Mississipp!, member of the last House, 
who now holds his certificate as member of the 
Present House, but is awaiting the action of 
the Elections Committe tuereon, was there.

group of notables, among whom were Congress- 
man Hewitt of Alabama, Senator Dolph, Post- 
master Conger and otuers of equal fame. Walker 
Blaine, son of the ex-Secretary, Was prominent 
amoug the socieiy people present, and escorted a 
young lady of prominence iu social circles. The 
scenes at the close of the evening’s performance 
were rather amusing. The rain poured, and not 
half those present nad come provided witb um- 
brellas or waterprools. Of course there 
were none to be bad, con ven- 
iences for protection, either over head 
or under foot, were not of the grder 
supplied by first-ciass down town theaters. The 
rain came down in torrents from above and lay 
in puddles on the ground below. To see a gallant 
cavalier Whose opera hat and white kids aud
